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DID SCIENTISTS DISCOVER ALIENS IN CALIFORNIA? MAYBE

A strange, salty lake in California has yielded an 
equally strange bacterium that thrives on arsenic 
and redefines life as we know it, researchers re- 
ported Thursday 

The bacteria do not merely eat arsenic— they 
incorporate the toxic element directly into their 
DNA, the researchers said. 

The finding shows just how little scientists 
know about the variety of life-forms on Earth, 
and may greatly expand where they should be 
looking for life on other planets and moons, the 
NASA-funded team said. 

“Life as we know it requires particular chemi- 
cal elements and excludes others,” Ariel Anbar of 
Arizona State University said in a statement. 

“But are those the only options? How differ- 
ent could life be?” 

The study, published in the journal Science, 



demonstrates that one of the most notorious 
poisons on Earth also can be the very stuff of life 
for some creatures. 

Anbar, Felisa Wolfe-Simon of the NASA As- 
trobiology Institute and colleagues found the 
strain of Halomonadaceae in California’s Mono 
Lake, formed in a volcanic region and very dense 
in minerals, including arsenic. 


The lake is teeming with life, but not fish. It 
contains the bacteria. 

The researchers grew microbes from the lake 
in water loaded with arsenic and only containing 
a little bit of phosphorus. 

The GFAJ-i strain of the Halomonadaceae 
grew when arsenic was in the water and when 
phosphorus was in the water, but not when both 
were taken away. Paul Davies of NASA and Ari- 
zona State said that while it’s very peculiar, it falls 
short of being classified as truly “alien” life. 

But it does suggest that astrobiologists look- 
ing for life on other planets do not need to look 
only for planets with the same balance of ele- 
ments as Earth has. 

“If something here on Earth can do some- 
thing so unexpected, what else can life do that 
we haven’t seen yet? Now is the time to find out,” 
Wolfe-Simon said.

utilizing it for photosynthesis [by 
following the element].” 


THE ABCs

elements carbon, hydrogen, 
nitrogen, oxygen, sulfur and 
phosphorus, the researchers write 
in Science. These six elements 
make up the nucleic acids-the 
A, C, T and G of DNA-as well as 
proteins and lipids. But there is 
no reason in theory why other 
elements should not be used. It 
is just that science never found 
anything alive that used them.

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Illinois 
senate 
passes 
caffeinated 
booze ban 


SPRINGFIELD The Illinois Senate 
on Thursday voted to ban caffein- 
ated alcoholic beverages, a move 
aimed at halting sales of a drink 
combination that critics contend 
can spur people to drink to dan- 
gerous levels. 

The measure, sponsored by 
Sen. Ira Silverstein (D -Chicago), 
would prohibit the production, 
manufacture and distribution of 
such products. 

The bill passed 51-0 and now 
moves to the House, but the 
House and Senate are done until 
early January 

The bill was spurred by 
the public attention on Four 
Loko, a high-octane alcoholic 
beverage popular among binge- 
drinking college students and 
made by Chicago-based Phusion 
Projects. 

The company already has de- 
cided to reformulate its drinks 
to remove caffeine, guarana and 
taurine. 

That came before federal regu- 
lators last month sent warning 
letters to Phusion and other en- 
ergy drink makers that caffeine 
added to their malt alcoholic 
beverages is an “unsafe food ad- 
ditive.”

Detention turf battle 

Chicago police, county sheriff spar over who is responsible for calls

In July a 14-year-old resident at the Cook Coun- 
ty Juvenile Temporary Detention Center used a 
metal ceiling tile from his room to slice the leg 
of an employee who was trying to restrain him. 
But when center officials asked Chicago police 
to take a report of the incident, they refused, 
center officials said. 

For the past several months, Chicago police 
have stopped responding to calls of trouble at 
the detention center on the West Side. The po- 
lice department said it should be the responsi- 


bility of the Cook County sheriff’s office, but 
the sheriff’s office and the center contend police 
long had been responding to calls at the facility 
and should continue to do so. 

Caught in the middle are staffers who fear for 
their safety and say the dispute has hurt their 
ability to curb violent behavior by the residents. 

“There is no recourse anymore,” said staffer 
Elbert Muhammad, who was stabbed in the 
head with a pencil last year and had a resident 
spit on him this fall. “There are no consequenc- 
es, and the residents know that.” 


Earl Dunlap, the transitional head of the facil- 
ity said the police department’s inaction also puts 
residents who have been assaulted at greater risk 
of being victimized again. “It is unconscionable 
and irresponsible,” he said in an interview 

In a letter obtained by the Tribune, police 
Superintendent Jody Weis wrote July 21 that 
the department would no longer respond to 
calls— except for emergencies. Weis said the 
department needed to reallocate resources and 
complained that the facility had limited officers’ 
ability to investigate crimes at the center. 


Cubs owners whiff on Wrigley financing plan

The Chicago Cubs’ pitch to use tax dollars to 
finance more than $200 million in improve- 
ments at Wrigley Field has missed the strike 
zone, but the team’s ownership is not giving 
up. 

When Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts un- 
veiled the plan last month, he had hoped for 
speedy legislative approval of his financing 
proposal, which required the state to issue 
bonds on the team’s behalf He had hoped 


a bill could be introduced during the Gen- 
eral Assembly’s veto session held the past few 
weeks in Springfield. 

But the team’s concept never turned into 
a bill for lawmakers to consider because of 
objections to how the Wrigley bonds would 
be repaid. The General Assembly adjourned 
Thursday for the rest of the year. 

The lack of legislation on Wrigley did not 
come as a surprise to many because the Cubs’ 
plan received little support from key elected 


officials. Gov Quinn and Mayor Daley had 
questioned whether renovating a privately 
owned stadium was a proper use of tax dol- 
lars when the state and city are facing budget 
woes and cutting services. 

The setback in the General Assembly did 
not disappoint the Rickettses, said the fam- 
ily’s spokesman, Dennis Culloton. 

“There’s plenty of time to work this out,” 
Culloton said. “The concept needed to be put 
out there so we can get discussions under way 


The family is committed to getting it done.” 

Ricketts tried to blunt criticism by touting 
that the improvements in and around Wrigley 
Field would create jobs and generate sales and 
property taxes that would offset the loss of 
amusement tax. The ownership had pledged 
to invest its own money to redevelop land 
around Wrigley Field into a Cubs museum, 
restaurants and other fan amenities. Ricketts 
called the plan a public-private partnership 
for economic development. 
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Civil unions: Not just 
for same-sex coupies

While celebrated as a historic step forward 
for gay rights in Illinois, the new civil unions 
bill that awaits Gov Quinn’s signature also of- 
fers opportunities for heterosexual couples 
who don’t want to wed but seek many of the 
legal protections of marriage. 

Granted, this is likely to be a narrow swath 
of the population, but those who drafted the 
law felt it important to be inclusive, particu- 
larly given that the bill’s intent was to open up 
rights that had long been denied to a demo- 
graphic group. 

“It just seemed wrong to me to write a 
law that would be discriminatory” said state 
Rep. Greg Harris (D-Chicago), the bill’s chief 
sponsor in the House. 

He said some senior citizens lobbied for 
the bill. Seniors with survivor’s benefits 


DALEY BACKS GAY MARRIAGE 

Mayor Daley on Thursday thanked the 
General Assembly for coming “into this new 
century” by passing a civil unions bill to 
provide same-sex couples with additional 
rights and benefits. “I think finally they real- 
ized they should have the same rights un- 
der state law, which is really important, and 
eventually marriage will take place, it has to 
be,” Daley said.

from Social Security or a pension could lose 
that income if they remarry A civil union al- 
lows them to keep that benefit while provid- 
ing the same state-level rights as a marriage. 

Andrew Koppelman, a professor of law and 
political science at Northwestern University, 
said civil unions also provide straight couples 
with an option that gives them legal support 


but doesn’t carry the title of “marriage.” 

“There are some who think marriage is an 
anachronistic and patriarchal institution,” he 
said. 

Courtney Greve, spokeswoman for Cook 
County Clerk David Orr, said the clerk’s of- 
fice gets weekly calls from heterosexual cou- 
ples who don’t want to marry but are inter- 
ested in some sort of domestic partnership. 
Some, she said, are young couples facing a loss 
of health insurance, who want to wait to get 
married until they can plan a more elaborate 
wedding. The county’s domestic partnership 
registry is not open to heterosexual couples. 

Assuming the governor signs the bill as he 
has promised, civil unions can begin in June. 
Greve said the process for getting a civil union 
will be nearly identical to obtaining a mar- 
riage license. It will not require applicants — 


straight or gay — to sign affidavits stating that 
they live together. 

By including heterosexual couples, the law 
also provides an avenue for straight couples to 
support gay rights. 

“I’ve heard of couples saying ... ‘We won’t 
get married until our gay and lesbian loved 
ones can also get married,’ ” said Jennifer 
Brown, a professor of law at Quinnipiac 
University in Connecticut, which had a civil 
unions law until same-sex marriage was legal- 
ized in 2008. 

“I’ve heard of couples traveling to states 
where marriage is available to both same-sex 
and different-sex couples and having their 
weddings in that state as a show of solidarity 
In Illinois there’s now this additional option 
for people, which would be to opt for a civil 
union instead of marriage.”

□ MILWAUKEE A 23 -year-old Russian operated 
a huge network of infected computers that 
sent billions of spam e-mails marketing coun- 
terfeit goods and accounted for a third of global 
spam, the FBI said. 

An affidavit written by an FBI cyber crimes ex- 
pert and released this week outlined an interna- 
tional scheme run by Russian native Oleg Niko- 
laenko that earned him millions of dollars from 
sellers of fake Rolex watches and “male enhance- 
ment drugs” before it was shut down. 

Nikolaenko, 23, was arrested at the Bellagio 
hotel in Las Vegas in early November, where he 
was attending a car show, and charged with one 
count of violating the federal CAN-SPAM Act, 
which is punishable by up to five years in prison. 

Nikolaenko’s lawyer, Christopher Van Wagner, 
said Thursday the charges were just accusations. 
He said he would seek to get Nikolaenko released 
from jail at a hearing Friday in U.S. District Court 
in Milwaukee.

That Aronofsky may have tried to stoke 
competition between his lead actresses is 
understandable. Envy is at the core of “Black 
Swan,” a mystical ballet thriller in theaters Fri- 
day that pits an uptight dancer named Nina 
(Portman) against blithe new company mem- 
ber Lily (Kunis). The young women are vying 
for the lead role in “Swan Lake,” and while 
Nina can perfectly encapsulate the virtue of 
the white swan, she struggles to convey the 
sinister, sexual nature intrinsic to the black 
swan that seems to come naturally to Lily 

Although Portman and Kunis were long- 
time friends — they often hung out together in 
L.A., watching “Top Chef” or sifting through 
vintage wares at the Rose Bowl Flea Market— 
the director kept the two apart for nearly the 
entire 42-day filming process. 

“We were really great friends before pro- 
duction. We are really great friends now,” Ku- 
nis, 27, explained. ‘And during production, we 
were working together.” 

Aronofsky denied fueling a rivalry but 
said he distanced the actresses so that they 
couldn’t discuss their respective acting ap- 
proaches. 

“I knew it might be really hard to keep them 
apart because they’re friends, but I just didn’t 
want them to know each other’s motives,” he 
said. “I didn’t want them to compare notes. I 
wanted them to come from different places.” 

Aronofsky, the filmmaker behind “Re- 
quiem for a Dream” and “The Wrestler,” first 
met with Portman about “Black Swan” when 
she was 20. She had taken ballet classes as a 
girl and always had imagined she’d be a dancer 
if she weren’t an actress, so she was struck by 
Aronofsky’s idea. 


While Portman long was slated for the 
movie, Kunis was brought in only months be- 
fore production began. Portman, who knew 
that Kunis had dance experience, recom- 
mended her friend to Aronofsky The two met 


ject of media and Internet fascination. Port- 
man described it as “super awkward.” 

“I remember the first time we did it, we 
were both sort of embarrassed and not going 
for it,” she said. ‘And Darren was like, ‘Listen.

Before filming “Black Swan,” Natalie 
Portman imagined that there would be 
strong parallels between the worlds of 
acting and dance. 

She was startled by the cutthroat envi- 
ronment of ballet. In the past few years, 
she said, she’s begun to abandon her own 
jealous instincts-particularly when she’s 
up against another young actress for a 
part. 

“It’s age, dude,” she said of her grow- 
ing self-acceptance. “I’ve definitely had 
competitive moments, but I think the dif- 
ference is now that I really feel like I know 
who I am. I think a lot of girls have this 
thing where if you’re in a bar, you sort of 
size up the other girls in the place to be 
like, ‘Who is my competition?’ And that’s 
not even in my mind anymore. 

“If someone is, like, ‘I don’t know wheth- 
er I should hire Natalie or blahblah,’ I’m 
like, ‘You don’t know what you want.’ I am 
who I am, and I like who I am.” la. times 

physical preparation they put into transform- 
ing into near-professional ballerinas. Even 
as the film struggled to get off the ground 
because of financial issues, Portman began 
training five to eight hours a day with a bal- 
let instructor. She spent time in barre class, 
swam a mile each day, did toning and muscle 
strengthening exercises and sharply reduced 
her calorie intake. 

“Darren claims he never said this, but he 
definitely was like, ‘How thin do you think 
you can get without being sick?’ ” Portman 
said. She apparently took that order so seri- 
ously that the director later began to fret over 
her shrinking frame. 

“At a certain point in the middle of the 
ballet stuff, I thought she was getting way 
too skinny and I started to make her eat ...” 
Aronofsky admitted. “But when you work in 
the world of ballet, these women are so tiny 
I just didn’t want her to get hurt, so we sur- 
rounded her with the right health people.” 

Both Portman and Kunis, already short and 
slight, lost 20 pounds before production even 
began. 

“I looked like Gollum,” Kunis joked, refer- 
ring to the emaciated, bug-eyed creature from 
“Lord of the Rings.” She said she got down to 
98 pounds. “I did not veer off the diet. I got 
one day off on my birthday, and I did have a 
root beer float. My ballet instructor was like, 
‘Here’s your present!’ ”

Portman’s 
*Swan’ dive 

Beautiful, uptight Nina (Natalie Portman) devotes every 
second of her life to dancing. When her director (Vincent 
Cassel) casts her in “Swan Lake” as both the white and 
black swans, he questions if the dedicated perfectionist 
has the edge to pull off the more devilish role. Perhaps if 
Nina weren’t so coddled by her overbearing mom (Bar- 
bara Hershey) and distracted by the company’s newest 
dancer (a sizzling Mila Kunis), she could loosen up. 

The verdict: A dangerously sexy chillingly gorgeous 
thriller about the sacrifices born of obsession, “Black 
Swan” crafts a nerve-wracking portrait of Nina’s trans- 
formation into an unrepressed, unrecognizable version 
of herself It’s a full-body performance from Portman, 
a sure-thing Oscar nominee and possible winner. She’s 
riveting on- and off-stage. As Nina discovers that the 
endless pursuit of perfection is self-destruction, the 
movie balances delicately on the lines between beauty 
and sexuality, sadness and madness. To Nina, her voice 
breakable as glass but work ethic tough as a diamond, 
even the smallest flaw is unacceptable. She no longer can 
trust that what she sees is real, and the movie, leaning too 
hard on literal symbolism, goes to divisively strange, eerie 
places as Nina comes to realize that a tortured genius is 
more fascinating than a nice one.

Sipping with sushi 


In terms of flavor, most wines can’t 
work with sushi when considering the 
“like with like” pairing strategy; after 
all, a fishy wine is best to be avoided! 
But sake, more a beer than a wine, is 
brewed from rice, and as such, it makes 
for a no-brainer pairing with sushi. 
Bring a bottle of artisanal sake (tip: 
serve it slightly chilled, never warmed, 
which can warp delicate flavors) to the 
BYO sushi restaurants below. 

Brand-new Diva Thai and Sushi (3542 
N. Halsted St. 773-857-0571) in Boys- 
town has a sleek sushi counter where 
you can snack on fresh seafood and 
fancy maki till late— 4 a.m. to be exact. 
On the way grab the Momokawa Pearl 
sake ($15.99 ^ 720 -milliliter bottle) 

at nearby Kafka Wine Co. (3325 N. Hal- 
sted St. 773-975-9463). A hearty nigori 
with a full, rich body and dense texture, 
this can stand up to luscious salmon 
nigiri ($6) and pairs especially well with 
complicated rolls like the Paradise 
($14), with spicy tuna, avocado, cream 
cheese and jalapeno topped with unagi 


($14). Slightly sweet, the Momokawa 
balances spicy elements, and the 
creamy texture matches the avocado 
and cream cheese. 

For the purists, I recommend taking 
a drier style of sake to Lincoln Park’s 
Green Tea (2206 N. Clark St. 773-883- 
8812) for the chirashi, a mix of sliced 
raw seafood over rice ($12.95). 
the BYO Blue Line set, there’s Coast 
(2045 N. DamenAve. 773-235-5775) 
in Bucktown and Kin Sushi and Thai 
(1132 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-772-2722) 
in Wicker Park. A bottle ofTentaka 
Kuni “Hawk in the Heavens” Jun- 
mai sake ($14.99 300-milliliter 
bottle) from Oiivia’s Market (2014 W 
Wabansia Ave., 773-227-4220) can stand 
up to more savory potentially umami 
characteristics, so don’t shy away from 
intense flavors! 

Bonus: Kin, Coast, and Diva do not 
charge corkage fees.

Grammy organizers created a conundrum 
for themselves by handing out key nomina- 
tions to an X-rated song. 

The tune “{Bleep} You,” performed by 
soul singer Cee Lo Green, will vie for both 
song and record of the year, and Green likely 
will sing it during the televised ceremony 
Feb. 13. 

The tune currently is at No. 17 on Bill- 
board’s Hot 100 singles chart, so plenty of 
people know it and love it. But government 
regulations mean that Green will have to 
perform the family-friendly version that was 
edited for radio stations. 

He seemed OK with that. 

“I prefer the original; Fm an adult, I pre- 
fer adult entertainment,” he told reporters 
backstage Wednesday “But just about ev- 
erybody will be watching the Grammys, so 
Fll do the one that’s appropriate for every- 
one, which is probably the cleaner one.” 

Gwyneth Paltrow performed a clean ver- 
sion of the song, called “Forget You,” on a 


recent episode of “Glee.” One thing we can 
be sure of is that Green won’t be singing that 
version. Perhaps best known as half of the 
urban-soul duo Gnarls Barkley, he co-wrote 
the witty lament about a failed relationship 
with rising R&B singer/songwriter Bruno 
Mars and Philip Lawrence. 

They were all cited for song of the year, 
which is a songwriting award. Record of the 
year goes to the artist and producer. The 
tune also yielded nominations for Green 
in the urban/alternative performance and 
short form music video categories. 

At least Grammy officials do not have to 
worry about Eminem, who leads the field 
with 10 nominations. The rapper rose to 
fame with a string of albums full of exple- 
tive-laden invective, and was forced to per- 
form a bowdlerized version of his hit single 
“Stan” at the 2001 ceremony But he has ti- 
died up his act, and half of his nominations 
Wednesday were for “Love the Way Y^u 
Lie,” a relatively clean song about domestic 
violence.
